■‘.All men are created equal.” This may be tnic with some qtiali- 
ficatinns. But »lo they live etpul? Do they die equal? 

The child of tlw jioor is bom in a hovel, surrounded by misery 
and poverty from his first moments.

“All men arc created etpul 1 " 

It is a jihrase which did well enough in its time, but which now has 
beaiine a lie. 

The reason? 'riic struggle for existence has entirely changed 
since the days of Jefferson and Paine. All tlut was needed in those 
days was to give every individiul a chance to figlff it out for himself, 
nrhis great country was undeveloped, and there were tltousands of 
chances for evervbodv lo nuke a decent and honorable living. Up to 
i8f>oTHF.l(E were ONLY TWO MILLIONAIRES IN TIHS 
COUNTRY. In those days there was some sense in the phrase "All 
men arc created equal." 

But since th* development of the cajntali.st system, with machincrv 
and railroads, we have a few billionaires, a number of millionaires, and 
a multitude of wage-workers and tramps. What has become of the 
"ctpiality ?” 

• * • 

True, it is also said that we arc "all equal before the law,” and 
that the framers of the Declaration of Indtqiendence had that in mind 
when they wrote the phrase. 

But are we equal before the law? 

There are thousands of laws passed by the legislatures of the 
various states every session, not to speak of congress.^ There is a 
flood of laws. 

How many of all tliesc laws are for the puiqxisc of protecting the 
poor, the weak and the helpless ? 

Most of them are simply enacted for the protection of “life and 
proiicrty.” That is, protection of the property of those who have_ it. 
And protection of the life of those whose lives are worth something 
in a capitalistic sense. 

There is no protection for those who have no property whatever. 
The life of the miner who goes down into the bowels of the earth, 
several hundred feet deep, for less than a dollar a day, receives scanty 
protection, or none. 

• • • • 

Equality before the law is a phrase like so many others. Two 
men with equally b^ pocketbooks are equal before the law—otherwise 
they are not equal. 

It cost over a million dollar* to send a degenerate and deliberate 
murderer like Harry Thaw to an insane a-sylum. None of the big in¬ 
surance grafters in New York were convicted. Tlie hie grafters in the 
stupendous capital graft in Harrisburg went free. We find the same 
condition everywhere. In Milwaukee, after tremendous pressure brought 
by the Social-Demoo-als, a graft investigation took place. An energetic 
'district attorney brouglit about quite a number of indictments against the 
smaller grafters, Kit now manv of them were brought to justice? Some 
of the most glaring evil-doers went soot free. Besides, the biggest 
grafters were never "touched”—and were even elected to office again.

The Socialitt port/, in national con> 
ventioa assembled* ai;ain dccUrca il- 
•elf aa the partj oi the working claas, 
and appeal* tor the support oS alt 
wnrkera of the United State* and of 
all citiacna who s^rmpathtze with the 
threat and >«Mt raaae of tabor. 

We are at thi* moraent ia the mtdit 
"jf one of tlK>»e inditttrtal breakdowns 
that penodicallv paraljrze the life of 
the nation. Tlie much'boasted era of 
our national proaptrily baa been fo4- 
lowed by one of general misery. Fac- 
loriei, mills and minei are closed. 
Milhuns of men, ready, willing and 
aide to provide the nation with 
all the iiecrnsarics and com¬ 
fort* of life, are forced into 
idleness and starvation. Within re¬ 
cent t:*nes the trusts and monop<dies 
have attained an enormous and nen- 
ariiivf dc\*ettipnieDt They have ac- 
■luifctl the power to rhetate the terms; 
itpfKi whirh wc shall be allowed loj 
live. The trtmta fix the price of our' 
bread, meat and sntrar. of i>ur coal, oil j 
and cl« 4 hinR. of our raw material and, 
machinery, of all the ncccvtities of hie. j 

*l*he present desperate condition of i 
the wt>rker* has been made the op- 
liortonity for a renewed onslaught on 
organized labor. The highevt roarts 
of the country have within the lavt 
year tendered decision after decision 
depriving the workers of rights which 
they had won by generations of 
'irngglc. 

'flie^ attempt to destroy the West¬ 
ern Fedcr'tion ol Mincr.s. altbongh 
defeated* '.y the solidarity of orgauizcd 
uml the S«K’tali<it movement, rr- 
vraleil the rxis.tcncc of a far-reaching 
and un-cruputiiiis couvpiracy by the 
ruling class against the organiaatHuu 
of labor. 

In therr rfifurts to take the lives of 
the leaders of the miners the 
cr»nspirator» violated the state laws 
and the lederal con.*»tittitu»n in a man-; 
ncr seld'»in e^naJed even in a coun¬ 
try so ctiinplctely tlominatrd by the 
prtifit-scekiiig cla>s as is the United 
States. 

'ITir r^mgress of the United States 
has shown its contempt for the in- 
fere.sts <if labor as plainly and un¬ 
mist tkahiv as have the other branches 
of government. The laws for 
which the labi>r organtzaltnns have 
continually petitione*! have failed to 
pa.s*. Ijiws OHtcii.^ihly enacted for the 
benefit of labor have been distorted 
against labor. 

The working class of the United 
Stales cannot expect any rerae«ly 
fiM* its wrongs from the pres¬ 
ent ruling class or from the dominant 
parties. 5 Jo long as a sm.ill nnmber i 
of individual* are pcrmitteil to control i 
the sources of the natir>n's wealth' 
for their private prohL in coin-i 
petition with each other and for the i 
exploitation of their felbiwmen, in- j 
dustrial depressions are bxiund to oc-1 
cur at certain intervals. No currency 
reforms or other legislative measure 
propiwed^ by capitalist reformers can 
avail against these fatal results of ut¬ 
ter anarchy in production. 

Individoal competition leads in¬ 
evitably to combiiutious and trusts. 
No amount of guvernmeat regulation, 
or of publicity, or of restrictive legis¬ 
lation. V ill arrest the uatural course 
of modern inditstrial development. 

While our iourts, legislatures 
and executive otiicei remain iu the 
hands of the ruling classes and their 
agents, the government will be used

The people are not at all 
aroused to the m'ces.sity of in-titut- 
ing an ''Industrial Hygiene.” Tlie 
extent to which iiidividnal injuries 
can be |irevented by slight changes 
in materials and machinery of |>ri>- 
dnetion is liardly realized by |liB 
general public.

In the present nature of tbin^ 
individual hygiene can not be dis- 
assixriated from soda! hygiene. It 
is becomiog nvre plainly seen that 
public health is more intimately am' 
unavoidably connected with innum¬ 
erable phases of scKial order. The 
life of the individual is so compli¬ 
cated that in many instances be is 
unable to choose conditions favor- 
lablc to health. He is subjected to 
[social customs, economic conditioiis 
and political inffuenecs. Thus hy¬ 
gienic rules could not be followed, 
however much the individual might 
(leirre. For instance, he is power¬ 
less to prevent other persoos froth 
contaminating the air he breathes, 
the water he drinks and the food he 
[eats. .An indiridital can not conn- 
teract tte enpidity of owners of 
I tenement boose*. Ljkewise the in- 
dividual laborer has no voice in se¬ 
lecting the localioo and conditions 
of his workshop- The chains of 
civilization »”i^ espe^ly heavy 
upon the Wv-. id poor. To them 
h^th, or the knowledge and ooodi- 
tinns which lead to health, is denied.
